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ABSTRACT 

This document contains seven tables and graphs that 
show the extent of tech prep agreements and activities for 1992, the 
seventh year of the Mt . Hood Regional Cooperative Consortium. The 
report shows that a strong cooperative relationship has been 
established between and among the district high schools, the 
education service district, and the community college. Written 
articulation agreements exist between the college and each of the 
seven high school or elementary-secondary districts. At the program 
level, 71 written articulation agreements have been developed by high 
school and community college faculty in 15 professional-technical 
areas ranging from automotive technology to video technology. During 
1992, 141 students participated in the very successful 
Prof ess i onal -Technical Inter-District Program (PTIP) , which expands 
professional and technical education opportunities for students by 
opening programs at one school to students at another school on a 
space-available basis. In the area of applied academics, the Mt. Hood 
Regional Cooperative Consortium co-sponsored a 2~day regional applied 
mathematics workshop for high school, community college, and 
university faculty. In applied communications, a 2~week summer 
workshop for 12 regional high school English and 
prof essional-t echnical faculty was held, and a new ninth-grade 
appl i ed cocamunicat i ons course was devel oped during the program. In 
April 1991, Mt. Hood Community College was honored as one of the top 
three community colleges in the United States for tech prep associate 
degree education. The Mt . Hood Community College District was also 
selected as a National Tech Prep Demonstration Center. The tables and 
graphs of the report show the following: tech prep articulation 
agreements; number of students transcripting credit by a 2+2 program, 
1987-92; number of students transcripting 2+2 credit by high school 
1987-92; number of PTIP student applications by course, 1988-93; 2+2 
tech prep student transcripting by program, 1991-92; articulation 
measures , 1991-92; and pr of ess ional-techni cal inter dis tri ct program 
applications, 1992-93.

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Benchmarks and Milestones 



The Mt Hood Regional Cooperative Consortium is embarking upon its seventh year of 
operation. The past six years have firmly established a strong, effective cooperative relationship 
between and among the district high schools, the education service district and the community 
college. This cooperative spirit is pervasive at all institutional levels, from faculty members to 
board members. Written articulation agreements exist between the college and each of the 
seven high school or elementary-secondary districts. At the program level, 71 written 
articulation agreements have been developed by high school and community college faculty, in 
15 professional-technical areas ranging from automotive technology to video technology. 

The regional consortium members who have been meeting monthly for the past six years have 
established a very successful Professional-Technical Inter-District Program (P.T.I.P.) which 
expands professional and technical education opportunities for students by opening programs 
at one school to students at another school on a space available basis. This past year, 141 
students participated in the P.T.I.P. program at no additional cost to the student, the parent, or 
the schools. 

In the area of applied academics, the ML Hood Regional Cooperative Consortium co-sponsored 
a twoday regional applied mathematics workshop for high school, community college and 
university faculty. Pamela Matthews, associate dean of mathematics for the college, provided 
the organization and leadership. In applied communications, Dr. Elaine Johnson organized and 
conducted a two-week summer workshop for 12 regional high school English znd Professional- 
Technical faculty. The result is a new ninth grade applied communications course which is 
being pilot tested in three district high schools during the 1992-93 year. 

A major milestone was achieved in April, 1991 when ML Hood Community College was 
honored as one of the top three community colleges in the nation for Tech Prep Associate 
Degree education by the American Association of Community Colleges at its annual 
convention in Kansas City, Missouri. This honor was shared with Tri-County Technical Institute 
of South Carolina and the Community College of Rhode Island 

Finally, the ML Hood Regional Cooperative Consortium was especially gratified to hear that 
the ML Hood Community College District was notified by the United States Department of 
Education that it has been selected as a National Tech-Prep Demonstration Center r id has 
been awarded a $307, 920 grant to support dissemination and evaluation of Tech-Prep 
activities over a two-year period beginning January 1, 1993 through December 31, 1994. The 
college was one of only nine colleges throughout the country selected to serve as National 
Tech-Prep Demonstration sites.

The vision for Oregon and the nation is crystal' clear for the next two decades.
